63, the buyer shall report the mutter in writing to the 
Association on the next day. The seller shall be liable to 
a penalty of 0-1-0 per maund per day in oil and 0-8-0 per 
day per candy of seeds." 

Proposed addition to bye-law 71 as bye-law 71(A) — 

“If the seller issues a delivery order for fulfilment of 
hedge contracts, but does not effect delivery by the Due 
Date, the transaction shall be settled at the Due Date 
Rate. In addition the seller shall pay to the buyer a 
penalty of annas eight per maund, in case of oil, and 
rupees four per candy in case of seeds. The same penalty 
shall be applicable to the buyer if he fails to take de- 
livery by the Due Date."
